“no illusions” that it would be 
easy. But some day, he predicted, 
production will catch up with mil- 
itary and civilian demand “so 
this job can be eliminated.” 

Johnston issued a terminal re- 
port which slapped at “wishful 
thinking” on the possibility of 
dropping wage and price ceilings. 
He criticized Congress for a “dis- 
service to stabilization” in the 
wéakening of credit curbs.

2d Atom 
Ettects Test 
Is Subdued

The subdued nature of the 
blast, which produced two abbre- 
viated columns of smoke, led 
some observers to speculate that 
it had been detonated under- 
ground. One underground atomic 
explosion had been unofficially 
but authoritatively forecast in the 
present tests. 

The blast was heard on Mt, 
Charleston some 50 miles from the 
Yucca Flat test site, but other- 
wise its manifestations were con- 
fined to the immediate area. The 
site is 75. miles northwest of Las 
Vegas. 

The test was witnessed by a 
bevy of high-ranking Army of- 
ficers headed by Gen. J. Lawton 
Collins, chief of staff, and was 
participated in by 1,200 troops 
from nearby Camp Desert Rock, 
ending the Army’s part in the 
present test series. This was the 
seventh atomic blast in the AEC’s 
fall test program, a preceding se- 
ries of five having been devoted, 
according to an official announce- 
ment, to “diagnosis” of nuclear 
phenomena. 

The soldiers’ participation 
Thursday, as in two_ previous 
tests, an official announcement 
indicated, consisted in establish- 
ing typical field emplacements 
and dispositions of equipment to 
see how a nuclear’ explosion 
would affect them. 

The AEC did not indicate 
whether it planned more explo- 
sions in the current tests.

It is the pol- 
icy of almost every business or businessman 
to dispense expensive gifts to favored clients. 
Therg’s nothing illegal about this, ahd most 
citizens would agree that it is not immoral. 
This is a free country, isn’t it, and all’s fair 
as. long as its legal?

When it comes to government, however, 
the situation calls for a new approach. 

If the influence racket is legal, it must 
be made illegal. 

We. cannot translate the citizen’s desire 
for something for nothing into a gigantic 
under-the-table bureaucracy of influence. 
We need new laws regulating government 
officials in their relations with businessmen. 
_ Weneed stricter regulation of and account- 
ing for. campaign contributions, a tighter 
rein on candidates for office. We must halt 
the steadily increasing costs of political cam- 
paigns and take a new look at the relation- 
ship between business and politics. 
ternative is a nation bankrupt, morally and 
financially. 

Above all, the crisis calls for a closer 
examination of the entire moral picture of 
the nation. This examination must be by 
the individual—by us and by you. Morality 
in Washington reflects that of the individ- 
ual citizen, the individual community. Ethits 
in government begins in the town council, 
in the county and precinct. 

To lift our government to a higher plane 
of morality will require good sense, self- 
denial and a return to common principles of 
decency with which we are all familiar.

The New Emphasis 
At West Point 


Bae BO WEST POINT, N. Y.—On the heights above 

, Boxe the Hudson the great stone buildings stand like 

~~ anejent citadels, glooming down upon the dark 

river where the sea tides ebb and flow. Here at one time, long 
ago, was the great fortress of America, the bastion that had to hold 


to save the fledgling nation from conquest by the British. 


In a 


sense today it is still a fortress, a bulwark against an enemy far 
more dangerous to liberty than the British ever were. 


It is the eagle’s nest, the place 
from which in times of peace 
come half the officers of our 


regular Army. They do not add. 


up to half in wartime, nor in 
this time of half war and half 
peace when we are partially a 
nation-in-arms. But there are 
enough of them to leave their 
mark, their indelible stamp, 
upon the great war machines 
we build when danger comes. 

Most of us who have never 
known the place before have 
little idea of what West Point 
is really like. We know it 
from the newsreels which show 
the cadets on parade, or the 
sports reels which show the 
corps cheering at football games, 
or from the somewhat silly mov- 
ies that Hollywood turns out 
against a West Point back- 
ground. 


Most of us have a more or 
less erroneous impression in 
mind of the West Point prod- 
uct. We are apt to think of 
him as an officer, ramrod 
straight in posture, crisp in 
speech and equally as stiff 
and unbending in his mental 
processes, a book soldier lack- 
ing imagination. [If he is, 
upon occasion, that way; then 
West Point has failed in what 
it tried to do for him. 


West Point does try to mold 
a man into a certain pattern. 
It tries, and succeeds in nearly 
every case in impregnating his 
mind with the idea that he 
must do his duty no matter how 
hard or how unpleasant, that 
he must tell the truth no mat- 
ter how harsh the consequences 
to himself, that he must put 
above all other considerations 
the cold, harsh facts that he 
ean never compromise between 
what he knows is right and 
what he knows to be wrong. 

Since human flesh is weak, 
he does not always turn out 
this way, as witness the recent 
cheating scandals. But those 
who were willing to condone 
that crime were all outsiders. 
Within West Point, the Cadet 
Corps knew that there could 
be no compromise with the 
code. For 150 years this in- 
stitution has taught that the 
man who lies, cheats or steals 
must go. And though many a 
cadet felt a personal wrench for 


those who were the victims of 
this harsh justice, there was no 
soft forgiveness here, no ques- 
tioning of the rightness of the 
decision. 

So, within the framework of 
his code, the West Pointer is 
inflexible. In his mind, he is, 
or the school tries to make him 
be, as imaginative, as farseeing, 
as quick to comprehend the 
changing needs of changing 
times as it is possible for him 
to be. 

In the old days the soldier 
was a soldier and that was all. 
His job was to fight. It was of 
little interest to him who start- 
ed the wars, and why they be- 
gan, nor did he understand nor 
greatly ponder what would be 
the end results of defeat or vic- 
tory. 

Out of that system, only lit- 
tle modified in 100 years, came 
Eisenhower, MacArthur, Ridg- 
way, Van Fleet, Bradley, 
Groves, the atomic bossmen 
who have found their duties 
lifted from the field of the 
purely military into the field 
of international politics and 
science. Something in these 
men permitted them to grow, 
without special training, to fill 
the need of the times. 

Today, recognizing the need 
for specialized training so that 
the future Eisenhowers will be 
better prepared, the academy 
on its own has shifted the em- 
phasis in its curriculum. To- 
day the West Point cadet, pre- 
paring himself for the time 
when he may wear stars on his 
shoulders, labors long over sub- 
jects that will make him a sol- 
dier-statesman, a military econ- 
omist, a man basically prepared 
to take on, when the time 
comes in later years, the burden 
of command in which he. will 
serve not only as soldier but 
as diplomat, scientist and geo- 
politician. 

Throughout history the non- 
military diplomats have failed 
to see, or seeing, have failed 
to understand, or understand- 
ing, have failed to eradicate 
the deep-rooted causes that 
send nations at each other's 
throats.. Maybe the _ soldier- 
statesrnen that will be pre- 
duced here in the 


makes its results as conclusive 
and unalterable as were the 
laws of the Medes and Persians. 


When this political monstros- 
ity is properly presented to a 
reviewing tribunal not bound 
by contrary decisions of state 
courts it will be properly de- 
clared unconstitutional, 


Not content to enjoy for a 
season the prodigious spoils of 
office, our greedy politicians, 
in seeking to extend the coun- 
ty unit plan to general elec- 
tions, which would bring the 
primary under the laws relat- 
ing to elections, may be fur- 
nishing the petard upon which 
they are to be hoisted.

Election Costs 
And ‘Influence’ 


WASHINGTON—The tax scandals have now 


succeeded the RFC scandals.

Em me come the scandals in the Office of Alien Prop- 
erty. per then, if the congressional investigators find the guts 
to stop scratching for peanuts and to begin digging for the big 
potatoes, we may see other, infinitely larger influence scandalg. 
All these different scandals are widely said to result from a sort 


of moral lapse in the United States. 


In fact, however, they result 


from certain vital changes in the relationship between business 


and politics. 


And since this problem has become very serious and 


very urgent, the present report is the first of three concerning 


the cause and cure of this trouble which is worrying everyone. 


The first change to note is 
the staggering change in the 
pattern, and therefore in the 
expense, of modern American 
politics. As late as the middle 
°30s a statewide primary was 
the natural opportunity of any 
ambitious young Southern poli- 
tician who owned an old jalopy, 
picked the right issue and could 
pay for his own fatback and 
hominy during a year of culti- 
vating the grass roots. 

In this manner former Sen. 
Robert R. Reynolds defeated 
the late Cameron Morrison, 
mainly on the ground that the 
prosperous Morrison had be- 
come an addict of “red Rus- 
sian fish eggs”—or, in other 
words, caviar—while repre- 
senting the plain people of 
North Carolina in sinful, lux- 
urious Washington. 


In the North, elections have 
always been more expensive. 
Yet as late as the ’20s, Tru- 
man H. Newberry was ex- 
pelled from the Senate with 
bellows of indignant horror, 
because he had laid out a 
couple of hundred thousand 
dollars to get himself elected 
in Michigan. . 


Those simple, inexpensive 
days are over now, thanks to 
the cost of radio, television and 
other means of mass appeal to 
the voters. The cheapest South- 
ern election now costs several 
tens of thousands of dollars, 
even for a professional gallus- 
wearer. 

In the North, in the Ohio 
senatorial eampaign in 1950, 
the friends of Senator Taft are 
reported to have laid out more 
than five times the Newberry 


figure. 

National elections, mean- 
while, have also come to cost 
more and more millions of dol- 
lars, with highly visible results. 
In 1948, when the financial 
plight of the Democrats was at 
its grimmest, President Tru- 
man’s eampaign was reportedly 
bailed out by a single corporate 
eontribution of $80,000; and no 
one should be astonished that 
this corporation has since en- 
joyed an unusual degree of in- 


fluence. In the Republican 
case, moreover, the shape of 
the 1948 campaign itself was 
strongly influenced. Governor 
Dewey believed he only needed 
good organization to win. Or» 
ganizing cost money. And it is 
an open secret that Dewey 
avoided taking a clear stand on 
the farm problem and several 
other crucial issues, in order 
not to annoy the big contribue 
tors, and thus to keep the big 
money coming in. ‘ 

The businessmen are hardly 
to be blamed, for politics have 
become énormously important 
to them, and they can purchase 
political influence that may be 
worth many millions for sums 
which they and their corpord= 
tions hardly feel. The politi- 
cians are no more to blame than 
the businessmen, since the eame 
paign bills have got to be pal? 
somehow. 

Meanwhile, the “ peoulte arb 
increasingly manifest. In the 
Congress, on the one hand, any 
informed observer nowadays 
can show you rows of senators 
whose votes are controlled 
when the chips are down by the 
banks, the local utilities, the 
mining and mineral interests 
and other big business group- 
ings which play big parts in 
state politics.

Nov. 29 — Of- 
ficials of Radio Free Europe, who 
appear to have a reliable means 
of obtaining information about 
Czechoslovakian government af- 
fairs. forecast Thursday § that 
Julius Duris, former minister of 
and Evzen  Erban, 
former minister of social welfare, 
will be arrested shortly. 

Officials of the privately spon- 
sored broadcasting station pointed 
out that Duris and Erban were 
sharply attacked by Pres. Klement 
Gottwald at the same meeting of 
the Communist Party in which’ 
Rudolf Siansky, former secretary 
general of the party, was forced 
to acknowledge his “lack of dili- 
gence” in detecting a plot against’ 
the Communist Party leadership 


The arrest of Slansky, charged 
with “leading a conspiracy” 
against the government, was ad- 
mitted over the Czech radio on 
Nov. 27, 20 days after Radio Free 
Europe had announced that it 
had information disclosing the 
Gottwald criticism of Slansky and 
other Czech Communists. 


Among the others criticized 
were Duris and Erban, who were 
charged with “incompetence.” 
General Swoboda also was named 
at that meeting and his demotion 
was indicated on grounds that 


there were too many ministers 
and ministries. 


The experts of Radio Free 
Europe, who study Czech affairs

- Joint Plea 
Asks Coal 
To Europe 


Miners, Owners 
Appeal to U. S.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 —Mine 
workers and operators Thursday 
made a joint appeal to the govern- 


ment for help in increasing coal 
shipments to Europe from the 
scheduled 30,000,000 tons provided 
for under the Mutual Assistance 
Program for European Allies to a 
minimum of 50,000,000 tons. 


John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers accompanied 
by Ray Salvatti, president of the 
Island Creek Coal Company and 
George Love, head of the Pitts- 
burgh Consolidated Coal Company, 
called upon Charles E. Wilson, 
head of the’ Office of Defense 
Mobilization, and upon Eric 
Johnston, retiring head of the 
Economic Stabilization Agency. 
Both officials, according to reports 
Thursday night, were impressed 
with the arguments put forward 
by the spokesmen_for the mine 
owners and workers, and Wilson 
agreed to give immediate study 
to the problem. 


LOWER RATE ASKED 

According to reports to the 
meeting with Wilson, the coal 
_Spokesmen urged that the Mar'- 
time Commission be asked to 
make a number of their largest 
cargo carriers available for the 
coal trade and to move the fuel 
to Europe at rates which would 
enable Britain and the Western 
European nations to purchase 
the coal with dollars. The dele- 
gation is expected to call upon the 
Maritime Commission Friday but 
wanted to present their case first 
to defense production officials as 
outlined by the committee, 
Europe’s need for coal is desperate 
and the 30,000,000 tons we have 
contracted to supply under the aid 
program will fall short by at least 
15,000,000 tons of the amount nec- 
essary to keep defense and civilian 
production there at peak effi- 
ciency. 


MAY GET WORSE 


Johnston, with whom the group 
conferred earlier in the day, told 
a news conference Thursday after- 
noon that factories aboard now are 
shutting down “from one to 10 
hours a week” because of a lack 
of coal and the situation will get 
worse. 

The European nations, it is said, 
are willing to buy additional coal 
with dollars but cannot afford to 
pay the high freight rates involved 
in moving the fuel. 

Under present conditions, it was 
argued, coal purchased at the 
mines at around $6 a ton costs a 
minimum of $24, and sometimes as 
much as $28 a ton, landed in Eng- 
land or at ports on the continent.

Abraham’s funeral was Rebek- 
kah’s darkest hour. She wailed 
inconsolably as she stood with 
Isaac in the torch-lit gloom of 
rocky Machpelah, the cave where 
Abraham’s body. was laid to rest 
beside his Sarah. They were bury- 
ing the patriarchal head of their 
family, but they could not dream 
on that sad day how great was 
to be the fame of that good and 
faithful man. 

To our own day and hour, Jews 
and Christians alike praise in 
poetry and song this servant of 
the Lord God who was unfailingly 
ready to listen to the divine 
Voice and unfalteringly ready to 
do what he was told. In the 
young history of mankind, he 
played two heroic parts, for he 
was founder both of a race and 
a religion. Father of the faithful’ 
and friend of God he‘is called. 
even by Arab Mohammedans, who 
consider him, through his illegiti- 
mate son Ishmael, their first an- 
cestor. And when men speak of 
heaven and all its joys, they utter 
the ancient phrase for such felic- 
ity, “In Abraham’s bosom.” 

For no other mere man has 
history reserved such reverence 
as for this early farmer, the 
father of.Isaac and the grandsire 
of Jacob and Esau. He became 
grandsire because, when all hope 
seemed over, Rebekkah bore Isaac 
not one son, bu’ twins.

Nature arranged 
things so the human machine 
uses fuel calories on energy de- 
mand ...and whatever is eaten 
in excess of immediate needs is 
stored. When the bulk of the 
day’s calories is consumed at 
dinner, and then you walk from 
the dining table to the television 
set, or sit down in a comfort- 
able chair to read the newspa- 
per... or ride to the movies, 
its easy to figure the dinner 
calories might exceed the energy 
demand. And the extra calories 


are stored. Here is the scientific. — 


explanation of what goes on: 


The starches and sugars 
(carbohydrates are stored as 
glycogen in the liver, and a bit 
in the muscles for ready energy. 
And that’s what takes place 
with the potatoes, bread, vege- 
tables and other starches. But 
you're so hungry ... perhaps 
you will have a second roll, and 
maybe just a small second help- 
ing of the scalloped sweet pota- 
toes. And after that, dessert. 
Well, the liver is loaded, the 
muscles have all they need for 
ready energy ... so the extra 
carbohvdrate calories are 
changed into fat and go to 
“waist.” 

But wait, there’s more 
the extra calories in the form of 
food fat go into storage even 
thicker, for fats are higher in 
fuel. 
cannot have butter, cream and 
some salad oil and keep shin 

. you can, provided the total 
calories are within dally energy 
requirements. 

Protein, the nutrient needed 
to take care of repair work and 
make good the wear and tear 
process, is not so readily stored 
as the other nutrients. The body 
has little capacity for storing 
large amounts of protein. Here 
again, of course, the total calo- 
ries must be taken into account, 
but since protein stimulates the 
body to burn more fuel, it is a 
good plan to build each of the 
three meals around a complete 
protein food . . . lean meat, fish 
or fowl; or eggs, cheese, skim 
milk or buttermilk. 

One more thing ... whgn the 
big meal is eaten at the end of 
the day's activities, more of 
these calories seem to settle on 
the middle measurement... 
perhaps because circulation is 
slow and that’s as far as they 
get. 

If you can’t achieve stream- 
lines by “eating just one decent 
meal a day,” try having a better 
breakfast, including an egg; an 
adequate lunch including lean 
meat, cheese or a second egg, 
and a balanced but modest din- 
ner, deleting dessert.

Baptist Women Still Extend 
Protective Wing Over H ospital

Atlanta Baptist women realize the opening of the Georgia 
Baptist. Hospital's new wing will mean twice as much work. But 
they’re thankfu] just the same because the modern addition will 
also provide space for twice as many patients. 


The cornerstone laying of the 
new wing Thursday was like a 
“dream come true” to Mrs. J. 
W. Awtry, president of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. She helped 
start the hospital 50 years ago, 
when it was a small house at 
Courtland near Cain Sts. 

“We started with three beds. 
Now we have 505,” she ex- 
claims. 

She remembers the early 
1900s when the Auxiliary ‘did 
the housekeeping for the tiny, 
first hospital, serving the meals 
and nursing the patients. 

“We took the linens out of 
our closets for the hospital 
beds,” she reminisces. 

Now women from 65 Athanta- 
area Baptist Missionary socie- 
ties give 1,000 hours a month 
to mending and making linens 
for the great hospital. 

As new nurses are added to 
care for the new wing, the Aux- 
iliary’s job will grow too, Every 
year, the organization gives the 
nurses a giant Christmas par- 
ty, to take place this year Dec. 
14. The nurses’ home stays 
“homey” from the efforts of 
the Auxiliary. 

The children’s ward is a pet 
of tae Auxiliary. Soon the la- 
dies will have 60 children, in- 
stead of 24; 56 infants, instead 
of 20 to “do for.” Every child 
leaves the hospital with a doll 
given by the church women. 
Clothing, special nurres, money 
for families of “s..vice” pa- 
tients are supplied by the Aux- 
lliary. 

Currently, the church women 
are preparing favors to go on 
every food tray used in the hos- 
pital Christmas day. 

And $50,000 will be the Aux- 
iliary’s “cold cash” contribution 
to the new wing, according to 
Mrs. Awtry.

Career Mother 
Creates Change 


In Family Life 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29—(). 
Mothers are seeking outside 
employment at such a rate that 
“a real change in the way of 
life of many families may be 
taking place,” Dr. Martha M. 
Eliot, chief of the U. S, Chil- 
dren's Burea, said today. 

“The number of working 
mothers, even mothers of young 
children, is steadily increasing,” 
she said in an address prepared 


for a meeting of the American 
Public Welfare Association. 

“It may decline a bit during 
periods of genuine prosperity,” 
Dr. Eliot said, “and it will cer- 
tainly increase as the defense 
effort gets fully under way. 

“Nevertheless, the general 
trend is up, and it looks as 
though a real change in the way 
of life of many families may be 
taking place. 

“If so, day care for children 
is not merely a crisis problem 
but is dne that is likely to re- 
main with us indefinitely.” 

Asserting that “we in the 
children’s bureau may be olg- 
fashioned,” Dr. Eliot added: 

“We agree that it is best that 
mothers of young children stay 
at home with their children 
whenever the strain of doing so 
does not outweigh the advan- 
tages. 

“Nevertheless, it is only real- 
istic to recognize current devel- 
opments and to insist that, if 
mothers are emploved, facilities 
for the day care of children be 
provided and that these facili- 
ties be conducted in a way that 
conserves and advances chil- 
dren’s well-being.

‘High Vitamin Value for Low Cost 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


Variety meats (liver, heart, kidney, sweetbreads, brains) are always a good buy. Since they 


are all meat and since they provide essent 


If you have ever looked at 
charts showing the protein, vita- 
min and mineral content of va- 
rious foods perhaps you have 
discovered that liver leads the 
meat list in most cases. We get 
several times the amount of vi- 
tamin A we need in one day 
from just one serving of liver. 
It is also exceptionally high in 
riboflavin, niacin and iron. Oth-. 
er contributions which one serv- 
ing of liver make are gener- 
ous amounts of protein, phos- 
phorus, thiamine and vitamin C. 

Many homemakers k ow 
calves’ liver (which is the same 
as veal liver) and some have 
tried beef liver but pork and 
lamb liver are still a mystery. 

Beef and pork liver are best 
cooked by braising; lamb or veal 
liver may be broiled. .In many 
recipes, such has braised liver 
with vegetables, liver loaf or 
‘créquettes, liver fricassee or cas- 
serole, beef, veal, lamb or pork 
liver may be used interchange- 
ably.

Making Fruit Cakes 


A fruit cake represents a goodly investment in both 


time and cost of ingredients. 


Since it is a cake baked but 


once a year, many women often. forget just what they are 


supposed to do. 


These do’s and don’ts are the answers to 


er questions we get the most calls about. 


Fruit cakes don't have to 
ae made in one day. Take fruit 
cake baking the easy way and 
do it in two days. Prepare pans, 
fruits and nuts one day and 
make batter and bake the cakes 
the next. 


2. Dried fruits do not need to 


| be cooked. Combine the cut-up 


candied fruits, peels and dried 
fruits with the fruit juice or 
wine and allow to stand over- 
night. This gives the fruit a 
chance to soften a bit. 


3. Use scissors in cutting up 
dried fruits and candied fruits 
for holiday goodies, but a sharp 
knife works just as well, 

4. In buying fruits and nuts 
for fruit cakes, keep these meas- 
urements in mind. A pound of 
raisins, prunes, apricots, peaches 
or pears all measure about 3% 
to 314 cups fruit; a pound of 
whole shelled almonds or cut-up 
candied fruits and peels about 
3 cups; a pound of whole shelled 


walnuts or pecans about 4 cups. 


5. When your fruit cake recipe 
calls for blanched almonds, cov- 


| er the shelled nuts with water 


and bring to a boil. Drain im- 
mediately and as soon as the al- 
monds have cooled enough to 
handle, slip off the skins. If they 
are to be chopped or slivered, 
do this with a sharp knife while 
the nuts are still warm. 

6. In preparing the pans for 
fruit cakes, if the recipe says to 
line the pan, line them with one 
thickness of greased waxed pa- 
per and two of greased brown 
papér. This actS as insulation 
while the cake bakes and helps 
prevent a heavy crust. 

7. Cut paper to fit size of pan 
before greasing, allowing it to 
extend about an inch above the 
top of the pan. Make slashes 
rather than folds in the paper 
so the corners will fit well 
Crease each layer of paper sepa- 
rately, and then stack them to- 
gether before fitting in the pans. 

8. Fruit cakes can be baked 
in most any kind of a pan. Tube 
and loaf pans are popular for 
large cakes. Save your empty 
coffee cans and fruit and vege- 
table cans for small cakes. You'll 
find the smaller cakes perfect 
for gifts. Fill the greased paper- 
lined pans to not more than %- 
inch from ton of pan. 

9. Arrange the cakes on oven 
shelf and put a shallow pan of 
water on the bottom. This gives 
the cake a soft crust as they 
bake, 

10. Bake fruit cakes in a slow 
oven. Baking time depends on 
the size of the cake, but to give 
you an idea, a 9-inch loaf bakes 


.and see! 
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in about three hours, Test them 
for doneness same as you would 
another cake. When a wooden 
pick thrust in comes out clean, 
the cake is baked. 

11. If you have several small 
eakes baking at the same time, 
be sure they are evenly spaced 
throughout the oven and that 
there is enough room between 
the pans so the air has a chance 
to circulate freely. 

12. To cool fruit cakes, remove 
the pans, leave on the pan-lin- 
ing papers and place on a rack. 
When thoroughly cooled, wrap 
with additional waxed paper 
and store in an air-tight con- 
tainer in a cool place. 

13. To age the cake with spir- 
its or fruit juice, remove the 
pan-lining papers from the cake, 
then wrap in a cloth soaked in 
brandy, sweet wine or fruit 
juice. Wrap the whole thing in 
waxed paper and store in an 
air-tight container in a _ cool 
place. 

14. Allow a month's ripening
